If  we  count  the  games  won  and  lost  during  the  jiast  year  the  record  for  the  year  was  unsuccess- 
ful, but  this  is  not  the  whole  story  in  making  an  athletic  record.

The  high  point  of  the  season  was  reached  when  the  team  defeated 
Noble  and  Greenough,  15-12. 

The  Crew  was  the  only  sport  of  the  year  which  we  may  call  a  success.  Both  crews  were  un- 
beaten in  their  five  races  and  St.  Marks  and  Middlesex  were  defeated  by  good  margins.

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The  last  game  of  the  year  lesulted  in  auotlie  i-  vietoiy  for  Pomfret  when  Brookline  High  was  de- 
feated 1'— 0. 

The  schednled  games  for  the  remainder  of  the  season  had  to  he  cancelled  due  to  poor  ice.

The  season  of  1927  may  be  called  a  complete  success  as  Pomfret  won  evei^'  race  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  dead  heat  with  Tabor  and  both  tlie  First  and  Second  crews  had  chmnpionship  seasons. 

Work  started  on  the  machines  about  the  middle  of  Febrnary  and  immediately  after  the  return 
from  the  Easter  holidays  both  crews  were  able  to  g^it  out  on  the  water. 

On  April  30th  the  Pomfret  First  and  Second  Crews  easily  defeated  the  Belmont  Hill  Crews  by 
a  length  and  a  half  and  five  lengths  respectively. 

Due  to  sickness  in  the  school  the  race  with  Exeter  scheduled  for  the  following  week  was  can- 
celled. 

On  May  14th  both  of  the  Pomfret  Crews  defeated  the  St.  Marks  Crews  in  very  fast  time.  The 
second  Crew  broke  the  course  record  Avith  a  time  of  2  minutes  and  45  seconds.

The  next  race  on  May  21  was  another  victory  for  Pomfret  when  both  Crews  easily  defeated  the 
Rindge  Crews  on  the  half  mile  course.  This  race  held  one  unfortunate  feature  in  the  fact  that  in 
the  second  crew  race  the  bow  man  of  the  Rindge  boat  unshipped  his  oar  stopping  the  boat.  At  the 
time  of  the  mishap  however  the  Pomfret  Crew  was  leading  by  a  good  margin 

On  May  2Stli,  Pomfret  met  the  First  and  Second  Crews  of  Tabor  Academy  and  the  race  between 
the  First  Crews  of  the  two  schools  proved  very  interesting.  At  tlie  finish  both  crews  were  so  close 
that  the  judges  were  unable  to  give  a  decision  and  declared  the  race  a  dead  heat.  The  Pomfret  Sec- 
ond Crew  defeated  tlie  Tabor  Crew  by  2  and  a  half  lengths. 

In  the  last  race  of  the  season  rowed  on  June  4th,  Pomfret  defeated  the  Middlesex  Crews  by  a 
length  and  a  half  and  3  lengths  respectively.  The  first  crew  race  was  more  closely  contested  than 
the  sec'ond  race  and  at  the  half-way  mark  both  crews  Avere  even.  In  the  last  eighth  of  a  mile,  how- 
ever, Pomfret  pulled  to  a  lead  and  won  by  a  length  and  a  half.  The  second  Crew  took  the  lead  at 
the  start  and  after  increasing  it  all  the  way  crossed  the  line  to  win  by  3  lengths. 

The  greatest  amount  of  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Bradley,  who  turned  out  the  Avinning  crews.

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THE  DRAMATIC  CLUB

On  Wednesday  evening,  Xoveniber  liith,  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  "Officer  666''  as  the  annual 
Thanksgiving  entertainment.  The  Club  was  assisted  by  the  Mandolin  and  the  Glee  Clubs,  and  the 
old  Gymnasium  was  tilled  to  capacity. 

"Officer  666,"  a  farce  in  three  acts,  proved  to  be  a  very  good  play  for  this  year's  club  to  give.  All 
tlie  members  of  the  cast  worked  e.Kceptionally  well  and  hard,  and  presented  a  very  creditable  perform- 
ance. 

The  story  of  the  play  is  as  follows:  Travers  Gladwin,  a  New  York  millionaire,  while  traveling  in 
Egypt,  learns  that  his  valet,  aided  by  Gladwin's  attorney,  is  trying  to  steal  some  of  the  Gladwin  for- 
tune. GladAvin  hoping  to  catch  the  valet,  returns  incognito  and  tells  his  plans  only  to  Whitney 
Barnes,  his  best  friend.  On  his  wa^^  back  Gladwin  sees  a  girl,  who  turns  out  to  be  Helen  Burton,  in 
a  hotel  and  falls  in  love  with  her  at  first  sight. 

In  the  meantime  Alf  Wilson,  a  picture  thief,  has  decided  to  steal  the  most  valuable  of  the  Glad- 
win picture  collection,  and,  knowing  that  the  real  Gladwin  is  abroad,  assumes  his  name,  meets  Helen 
Burton  who  has  fallen  in  love  with  Gladwin  due  to  an  act  of  heroism  on  Gladwin's  part  some  years 
before,  and  becomes  engaged  to  her. 

Soon  after  his  return,  Gladwin,  while  talking  to  Barnes  one  afternoon  is  interrupted  by  the  door 
bell  and  Helen,  who  has  come  to  the  Gladwin  honse  to  meet  Wilson,  enters.  Gladwin  for  a  time 
tries  to  tell  the  girl  who  he  is,  but  finally  realizes  the  situation  and  acts  as  the  imposter's  friend. 
Helen,  after  leaving  a  message,  departs,  and  in  his  anxiety  to  prevent  the  coming  elopement  Glad- 
win calls  in  the  police.  Then,  realizing  his  blunder  which  would  involve  the  girl,  he  asks  the  police- 
man to  lend  him  his  uniform  and,  after  much  persuasion  and  a  substantial  bribe,  the  officer  gives 
in. 

Gladwin  then  goes  on  duty  in  the  officer's  place  and  catches  the  impostor  in  his  house.     He  pre- 
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tends  not  to  know  him  and  helps  Wilson  pack  the  pictures.  The  act  ends  with  the  return  of  Helen 
to  meet  Wilson. 

The  second  act  begins  with  the  arrival  of  Mrs.  Burton  who  comes  for  Helen  believing  that  she 
is  eloping.  Mrs.  Burton  first  takes  Barnes,  who  is  asleep  by  the  fire  when  she  arrives,  for  Gladwin 
(the  false  Gladwin).  An  amusing  dialogue  ensues.  However,  she  is  soon  told  of  her  mistake;  and,  as 
she  is  unable  to  find  Helen  in  the  house,  she  goes  off  to  swear  out  a  warrant  against  Wilson  who  she 
believes  to  be  Gladwin.  After  this  the  real  Gladwin  tells  Wilson  that  he  is  through  with  the  bluff 
and  gives  him  a  chance  to  escape.  They  are  in  the  midst  of  an  argument  in  which  ATilson  has  the 
upper  hand,  due  to  the  quiet  entrance  of  Watkins  the  butler  with  wliom  Wilson  is  now  working, 
when  Captain  Stone  enters  with  a  force  of  policemen.  Stone  is  about  to  arrest  the  real  Gladwin  on 
circumstantial  evidence  when  Kearney,  a  plain  clothes  man,  walks  in  with  a  warrant  against  Glad 
win  for  abduction.  Kearney  recognizes  Wilson  as  a  notorious  picture  thief  but  Wilson  turns  out 
the  lights  and  hides  in  a  big  chest.  When  the  lights  come  on  again,  Gladwin  not  wishing  the  man  to 
be  caught,  and  knowing  that  AVilson  is  in  the  chest,  sends  Stone  and  his  men  on  a  false  chase  in 
order  to  get  them  away  and  have  a  moment  with  Wilson  before  he  goes.  The  act  ends  when  Wilson 
raises  the  lid  of  the  chest  to  cover  Gladwin  with  a  revolver. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  third  act  Wilson  and  Gladwin  are  having  an  argument  in  regard  to 
Wilson's  chances  for  escape.  This  conversation  is  interrupted  by  the  approach  of  Stone,  and  Wilson 
has  to  hide  behind  the  portiere.  Stone  and  his  men  stay  only  long  enough  to  tell  of  their  fruitless 
search  but  soon  after  their  departure  with  Gladwin,  who  goes  to  help  them  search,  Phelan,  the  offi- 
cer from  whom  Gladwin  borrowed  the  uniform  enters  and  stands  on  guard.  Watkins  then  sneaks 
from  the  tire  place  where  he  has  been  hiding  and  while  Wilson  engages  Phelan  in  conversation  Wat- 
kins claps  a  cloth  saturated  with  chloroform  over  his  face  and  together  they  overpower  him.  Wilson 
strips  him  of  his  newly  recovered  uniform  and  puts  him  in  the  chest.  They  have  just  packed  up  the 
pictures  when  they  have  to  retire  in  haste  to  the  kitchen  because  of  a  second  approach  of  Stone.  As 
soon  as  Stone  has  gone,  they  come  out  again  and  meet  Gladwin  and  Helen.  Gladwin  tells  Wilson  that 
he  Avill  remember  him  because  of  the  favor  he  has  done  him  in  bringing  Helen  into  his  life.    Wilson, 
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after  attracting  the  attention  of  the  police  to  other  quarters,  easily  escapes.  In  the  meantime,  how- 
ever, Barnes  has  fallen  in  love  Avith  Sadie  Small,  a  cousin  of  Helen  Burton,  Avho  came  with  Mrs.  Bur- 
ton, and  they  declare  their  engagement.  Poor  Mrs.  Burton  is  nearly  frantic  at  the  thought  of  an- 
other elopement,  but  Gladwin  and  Helen  engage  her  attention  at  this  moment  and  the  happy  couple 
slip  away.  About  this  time  Phelan  regains  consciousness  in  the  cliest  and  raises  the  lid.  He  is 
horrified  to  find  his  uniform  gone  again  and  Stone,  who  has  now  arrived  on  the  scene,  threatens  to 
break  him.  Gladwin,  however,  gives  him  the  job  of  protecting  his  pictures  and  he  goes  off  grumbling 
but  somewhat  consoled,  leaving  the  lovers  in  happy  possession  of  the  stage. 

The  longest  and  most  difficult  part  of  the  play  was  that  of  the  hero,  Travers  Gladwin.  This  part 
was  very  well  taken  by  Hurd,  J.  He  was  especially  successful  when  acting  as  the  policeman.  Mur- 
phy, but  throughout  the  play  his  work  was  always  even  and  reliable. 

Home,  D.\s,  Bateato,  the  Japanese  butler,  was  also  well  done.  This  part,  though  not  long,  addeii 
much  to  the  play  and  was  handled  quietly  and  effectively. 

As  Phelan,  the  much  abused  and  bewildered  policeman,  Snead  was  thoroughly  amusing.  He  was 
at  his  best  on  the  night  of  the  performance  and  managed  a  difficult  part  very  creditably. 

Shoemaker  as  Wilson  continued  his  good  work  of  former  years.  His  acting  was  natural  and 
easy  and  well  suited  to  the  character  of  the  cool,  level-headed  adventurer  whom  he  represented. 

As  Barnes,  Wagstaft'  was  amusing  and  thoroughly  at  ease.  His  acting  improved  as  the  demands 
of  the  part  grew  greater,  and  any  scene  in  which  he  had  a  share  was  sure  to  go  smoothly. 

Hnrd,  W.,  as  Sadie  Small  made  an  exceedingly  pretty  girl.  His  experience  gained  in  this  year's 
play  should  make  him  valuable  to  future  Dramatic  Clubs. 

As  Mrs.  Burton,  James  did  some  good  character  acting.  His  work,  like  Snead's,  was  at  its  best 
on  the  final  night,  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  audience. 

Stanwood  had  little  difficulty  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  part  of  Helen  Burton.  As 
in  last  year's  play,  his  acting  was  quiet  and  natural,  his  lines  were  well  spoken,  and  throughout  the 
play  he  made  a  very  attractive  girl. 

Watkins  was  a  quiet  and  effective  valet  who  kept  always  "in  character." 
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The  part  of  the  Police  Captain  played  by  Day,  G.,  was  one  of  the  best  short  parts  of  the  play. 
He  was  cool  and  deliberate,  spoke  his  lines  with  good  expression,  and  paid  attention  to  small  details. 

Clark  as  Kearney,  the  plain  clothes  man,  blnnt  and  matter-of-fact,  conceived  the  part  well,  and 
carried  it  through  effectively.
